President  Hunt  urges  January  31  day  of  prayer 


NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (BP)— 
Southern  Baptist  Convention 
President  Johnny  Hunt  has 
suggested  eight  steps  church¬ 
es  can  take  to  prepare  for  the 
Jan.  31  day  of  prayer,  fasting 
and  repentance  for  the  SBC. 

"We  have  forgotten  our 
first  love  [Revelation  2:4]  and 
need  revival  in  SBC,"  Hunt 
said  in  a  Jan.  5  statement  to 
baptist  Press.  "There  are 
many  decisions  being  made, 
including  the  *  Great 
Commission  Resurgence  Task 
Force,  GPS:  God's  Plan  for 
Sharing,  t  Across  •  North 
America,  search  committees 
for  three  SBC  entities,  etc.  We 
need  God's  direction." 

"The  goal  for  the  day  of 
***er  is  "for  all  of  us  to  'Be 


still  and  know  that  God  is 
God'  as  a  sign  of  our  humility 
and  desire  to  wholeheartedly 
return  to  Him,"  Hunt  said. 
"By  our  being  still  before  Him 
(see  Psalm  46:10),  we  exalt  ourv 
God  and  position  ourselves  to 
obey  the  Great  Commission 
our  Lord  commanded  in 
Matthew  28:18-20." 

Hunt  suggested  eight  ways 
congregations  can  prepare  for 
and  participate  in  the  emphasis: 


•  Distribute 
personal  prepa 
ration  guides  foi 
cleansin 
restoration  an 
instruct  every 
church  member 
on  how  to  use  it 
through  the  day. 

•  Plan  a 
solemn  assembly 
or  a  concert  of 
prayer  for  the 
whole  congrega¬ 
tion  or  the  entire 
association. 

•  Hold  prayer! 
gatherings  by 
Sunday  School 
classes  or  Bible  study  groups. 

•  Encourage  families  to 
have  a  focused  prayer  time 
acknowledging  God  alone  is 
God.  For  example,  a  family 
may  hold  an  extended  prayer 
before  the  evening  meal,  or  a 
prayerwalk  through  the 
home,  asking  for  cleansing 
and  God's  presence. 

•  Challenge  eveiy  Sunday 
School  class  or  Bible  study 
group  to  tithe  their  time  in 
contrite  prayer  for  spiritual 
awakening. 

•  Extend  the  pastoral 


prayer  and  invite 
several  to  read 
scriptural 
prayers  and 
admonitions. 

•  Preach  a  ser¬ 
mon  on  prayer, 
stopping  at  each 
point  to  lead  the 
congregation  in 
application  pray¬ 
ing. 

•  On  Sunday, 
Jan.  24,  ask  mem¬ 
bers  to  pray  daily 
for  tens  of  thou¬ 
sands  of  SBC 

congregations  to 
participate  in  the 
Jan.  31  urgent  call  to  prayer 
for  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 

Information  to  support  the 
above  ideas  and  more  are 
being  added  daily  to  the  GPS 
website,  www.GPS2020.net, 
Hunt  said.  .

Pastors'  work  hours  tallied  in  new  survey 


NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (BP)— 
Protestant  pastors  in  America 
are  working  long  hours,  some¬ 
times  at  the  expense  of  relation¬ 
ships  with  church  members, 
prospects,  family  and  even  the 
Lora,  according  to  a  LifeWay 
Research  study  released  Jan.  5. 

A  telephone  survey  found 
that  65  percent  of  the  1,000-plus 
senior  pastors  surveyed  work 
50  or  more  hours  a  week  — 
with  8  percent  saying  they 
work  70  or  more  hours. 
Meetings  and  electronic  corre¬ 
spondence  consume  large 
amounts  of  time  for  many  min¬ 
isters,  while  counseling  and 
visitation  often  suffer,  along 
with  family  time,*  prayer  ana 
personal  devotions. 

The  results  of  the  LifeWay 
Research  study,  "How  Protestant 
Pastors  Spend  Their  Time,"  show 
that  the  typical  pastor  works  50 
hours  a  week.  Scott  McConnell, 
associate  director  of  LifeWay 
Research,  pointed  out  however; 
that  this  average  actually  under¬ 
states  the  number  oil  hours 
because  it  takes  into  account 
bi  vocational  pastors  (11  percent 
of  survey  participants),  part-time 
senior  pastors  (5  percent  of  the 
survey)  and  volunteer  pastors  (2 
percent)  —  the  majority  of  whom 
work,  by  design,  less  than  40 
hours  each  week  for  their  church. 

"Since  thephone  survey  went 
to  church  offices,  it  was  pastors 
who  were  at  the  church  office 
and  more  likely  to  take  the  phone 
call  who  are  included  in  the  sur¬ 
vey,"  McConnell  explained.  "But, 
of  the  bivocational  pastors  who 
participated,  the  median  number 


of  hours  bivocational  and  part- 

"Bivocational  pastors  often 
follow  the  Apostle  Paul's  exam¬ 
ple  of  'working  night  and  day' 
in  Thessalonica  as  they  hold  a 
job  outside  the  church  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  their  job  as  pastor;" 
McConnell  said. 

When  factoring  out  those 
who  are  not  full-time,  the  medi¬ 
an  number  of  hours  full-time 
senior  pastors  work  for  their 
churches  each  week  is  55  hours, 
with  42  percent  working  60  or 
more  hours. 

Among  ministry  activities, 
pastors  spend  the  most  time  on 
sermon  preparation  —  five  to  14 
hours  for  half  of  the  survey  par¬ 
ticipants.  Nine  percent  say  they 
spend  25  hours  or  more  m  ser¬ 
mon  preparation  each  week, 
while  seven  percent  report  they 
spend  less  than  five  hours. 

Ministry-related  meetings 
and  electronic  correspondence 
drive  the  number  of  hours 
worked  even  higher.  More  than 
70  percent  of  pastors  say  they 
spend  up  to  five  hours  a  week  in 
meetings,  while  15  percent  put 
their  meeting  load  at  10  hours  or 
more.  E-mail  and  other  electron¬ 
ic  correspondence  eat  up 
between  two  and  six  hours  a 
week  for  half  of  the  pastors, 
while  14  percent  indicate  they 
spend  at  least  IQ  hours  a  week  in 
electronic  correspondence. 

Many  pastors,  however,  find 
it  difficult  to  make  time  for  two 
primary  ways  of  relating  to 


While  24  percent  say  they 

in  counseling,  the  same  per¬ 
centage  reports  spending  an 
hour  or  less.  Meanwhile,  12 
percent  of  pastors  say  they 
spend  11  or  more  hours  a  week 
in  hospital,  home  or  witnessing 
visits,  with  12  percent  indicat¬ 
ing  they  spend  an  hour  or  less. 
Forty -eight  percent  say  they 
spend  between  two  and  five 
hours  a  week  in  visitation. 

Time  with  family  rates  as  a 
priority  for  many  pastors,  but 
some  find  little  opportunity  to 
be  with  their  spouses  and  chil¬ 
dren.  While  30  percent  of  the 
pastors  report  spending  20-29 
hours  with  their  families  each 
week  —  and  16  percent  indicate 
spending  40  or  more  hours 
with  them  weekly  -  nearly  10 
percent  say  they  spend  nine 
hours  a  week  or  less  with  fami- 
members.  At  the  same  time, 
:4  percent  say  they  watch  10-14

hours  of  television  each  week. 

In  prayer  and  personal  devo¬ 
tions,  52  percent  of  the  pastors 
report  spending  one  to  six 
hours  in  prayer  each  week  and 
five  percent  say  they  spend  no 
time  at  all  in  prayer.  While 
percent  say  they  spend  two  to 
five  hours  a  week  in  personal 
devotions  unrelated  to  teaching 
preparation,  14  percent  indicate 
they  spend  an  hour  or  less. 

'In  the  early  church,  the 
apostles  recognized  the  need  to 
focus  their  time  on  prayer  and 
studying  the  Scripture,  as  evi¬ 
denced  in  Acts  6:4,  for 
instance,"  McConnell  said. 
"They  shared  other  ministry 
tasks  —  even  pressing  issues  — 
with  qualified  believers. 
Pastors'  top  two  uses  of  their 
ministry  time  today  show  this 
same  priority  in  sermon  prepa¬ 
ration  and  prayer."

SAN  FRANCISCO  (BP)— in 
four  days,  the  people  of 
California  go  on  trial. 

The  trial  began  in  the  San 
Francisco  courtroom  of  Judge 
Vaughn  Walker  in  the  federal 
case  of  Perry  v.  Schwarzenegger 
Jan.  11.  The  Perry  case  is  about 
Proposition  8  which  restored  the 
traditional  definition  of  marriage 
in  California,  to  be  sure,  but  it Is 
also  about  much  more. 

What  is  at  stake  in  the  Perry 
case  is  not  just  the  right  of 
Gatfomia  voters  to  reaffirm  the 
definition  of  marriage  as  only 
between  a  man  and  a  woman;  a 
federal  court  derision  overturn¬ 
ing  Proposition  8  could  also  ulti¬ 
mately  nullify  the  people's  vote 
on  marriage  m  45  states  and  the 
federal  Defense  of  Marriage  Act 
passed  by  Congress  in  1996. 

What  is  at  stake  is  whether 
voters  can  rationally  conclude 
that  traditional  marriage  is  a 
unique  institution  that  promotes 
important  interests  respecting 
natural  childrearing,  and  that 
those  interests  are  broader  than 
the  personal,  private  interests  of 
the  adults  involved.  And  what  is 
at  stake  is  whether  voters  may 
consider  their  own  moral  and 
religious  views  about  marriage 
—  or  any  other  subject  —  when 
casting  their  ballots. 

Th»  is  not  the  first  time  that  a 
ballot  initiative  has  been  scruti¬ 
nized  by  die  courts.  Nor  is  it  the 
first  time  that  the  courts  have

dealt  with  legal  challenges  about 
the  definition  of  marriage.  In  fact; 
courts  have  dealt  with  same-sex 
marriage  claims  all  over  the 
country,  and  judges  have  legal¬ 
ized  it  in  a  few  states.  But  this  is 
the  first  marriage  case  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  nation  where  the 
thoughts,  motivations  and  per¬ 
sonal  beliefs  of  an  initiative's 
sponsors  have  been  put  on  trial 
to  search  for  "improper"  intent 
In  all  previous  legal  challenges 
to  state  marriage  laws,  the  courts 
have  decided  me  issues  without 
a  full-blown  "trial"  involving 
witnesses,  cross-examination,  etc. 
Instead,  the  issues  have  always 
been  decided  on  a  record  of  leg¬ 
islative  history,  scholarly  articles, 
social  studies  and  expert  reports^ 
For  oertain,  the  individual  pack¬ 
ers  of  a  ballot  initiative  have 
never  been  put  on  the  stand  to 
have  their  personal  beliefs  and 


motivations  Questioned. 

Judge  Walker  has  ruled  not 
only  mat  everything  Prop  8's 
backers  communicated  publicly 
is  relevant  evidence,  but  that 
even  jhings  not  communicated  to 
thepublic  are  also  relevant  Thus, 
he  ordered  our  campaign  to  dis¬ 
close  to  our  opponents  all  of  our 
private;  internal  communications 
about  messages  considered  for 
use  but  never  actually  delivered 
to  the  electorate;  including  drafts 
of  materials  mat  were  never 
used.  And,  he  ordered  us  to  turn 
over  copies  of  all  our  internal 
records  and  e-mails  relating  to 
the  formulation  of  campaign 
strategy  and  messages. 

Judge  Walker  has  also  ruled 
that  the  trial  will  delve  into  the 
personal  beliefs  of  the  Prop  8's 
sponsors  regarding  marriage 
Mid  sexuality.  What  relevance, 
you  might  reasonably  ask 


yourself,  could  that  possibly 
have  to  whether  Proposition  8 
is  constitutional?  Tnat  is  an 
excellent  question. 

According  to  Judge  Walker's 
rulings,  our  opponents  could  try 


to  use  these  things  to  show  that 
Proposition  8  passed  due  to  ani¬ 
mosity  or  bigotry  toward  homo¬ 
sexuals.  Or  that  Prop  8  was 
adopted  because  of  "improper" 
religious  views.  Or  that  prohibit¬ 
ing  gay  marriage  is  akin  to  racial 
disenminati  jn,  in  which  case  the 
traditional  marriage  laws  may  be 
presumptively  invalid. 

No  matter  how  Judge  Walker 
eventually  rules  in  the  Perry  trial 
this  legal  saga  is  destined  for 
appeals  and  a  final  derision  in 
tne  US.  Supreme  Court. 
Ultimately,  it  wul  not  be  Judge 
Walker's  views  on  marriage  that 
decide  this  case,  but  rather  those 
of  the  nine  justices  on  the  highest 
court  in  the  nation. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  die  final 
outcome  of  the  Perry  case  will 
conclusively  determine  the 
future  of  marriage  for  the  entire 
United  States.  Our  legal  team  is 
working  as  hard  as  possible  to 
win  the  trial  in  the  district  court 
and  is  prepared  to  fight  with 


every  ounce  of  energy  all  the  way 
to  thie  US  Supreme  Court.
